His money 
and other light valuables were gone 
assassin app d to have disd dd to take 
any other part of his property, for bis mule 
was quietly o ing the scanty grass a short 
distance off, and the little portmanteau was 
still strap on the erupper pad. A remarka- 
ble as well as unaccountable cireumstance at- 
tending this catastrophe was, that a roughly- 
fashioned wooden cross had been placed in the 
clasped hands of the murdered merchant. The 
most prompt and diligent steps were taken 
under the direction of the authorities, for the 
discovery of the assarsin, but without effect 
Seven months afterwards, on the eve of the 
feativel of San Hilarion, io the month of Orto- 
ber, a dealer—who hai been w Barcelona to 
di of a large quantity of Segovia wool, 
and who was on his way to Murcia with acea- 
siderable sum of money in his possession —was 
robbed and murdered near the Coll de Bela- 
quer; and about the middie of the following 
year, Don Andreas Escorimsa, a manufacturer 
of fire-arma, was found dead in the same place 
In February, 1830, a pediar named Zoanno- 
fer, who had been selling his wares in differ- 
ent parte of the country, commencing his traf- 





fe im Navarre, and ending im Catalonm, when | 


on bis road from Barcelona to Tortosa, in order 
to return to the north by one of the 5 
boats which ascend the Ebro, was alec killed 
by a bullet near the fatal spot; and eight days 
before the festival of Todos los Santos, or all- 
Saints, in the same year, Antonia P. Dirba, a 
contrabandista, and also a great sportsman, 
who had that very morning succeeded in amug- 
giing a cargo of French tobacco on that part of 
the coast, was assassinated, evidently without 
having an opportunity of defending himeelf ; 
for the trebuto or blunderbues with which he 
was armed, wae still loaded and lying beside 
his corpse 

In Janoary, 1831, the dead bedy of a person 
named Nervas y Alaves, who had been selling 
a lot of liquorice jaice at Tortosa, was disco- 
vered at El Coil de Balaguer 

These six victims had al! been rifled of their 
money alone, and al! had been mortally struck 
with equal good aim 7 a single ballet. More- 
over, each was found with a rough wooden 
cross fixed in his liteless hands 

The Coll de Balaguer became, as may natu- 
rally be su » the terror of travellers, as 
well as of the surrounding country, in conse- 
quence of these mutierous vaylayings , and 
few persons had the hardishood to travel by 
that reute, unleas they were numerously and 
stoutly accompanied Many, whose affaires 
called them from Bareelona w Tortosa and Va- 
lencia, diverged from the bigh road, and wil- 
lingly enoountered the to) and inconvenience 
of making a cirouit of several leagues over 
ragged paths, regeining that high road at « 
safe distance from the dreaded Coll de Bala- 
guer 

Some goat-herda, who had eceasionally 
conducted thei flecks to browee apen the 
mountain herbage near the #pet, declared that 
they had found some faded flowers which had 
been deposited by an unknown hand at the 
foot of each of the six wooden crosses which 
marked the burl places of the murdered tra- 
vellers, and they went eo far as to add, that at 
sunset they had more than once descried a tall 
figure enveloped in a cloak gliding along until 
it arrived close to the crosses, when it sank on 
ite knees, and appeared absorbed in prayer 
but that upon their approach, it suddenly van- 
ished ey also imagined that they had ve 
easionally heard doleful groans and soba, ap- 
pareatly proceeding from some person in grief 
or suffering, at the foot of the Coll. Uader 
these mysterious circumstances, he would have 
been « beki man who would venture w pase 
that spot alone after nightfall 

A tew years antecedent to these startlog 
events, @ person name! Vencesias Uiarte Wook 
up hie residence in the environs of Tortosa. 
He was not a Catalonian, and previous hie 
tory was unknown in these parts. [It was ro 
mored, hewever, that before the revolution of 
1822, when the Inquisition was abolished, he 
had been alcayle, or jasior, in some prison be- 
longing to that dread tribunal. According to 
his own account, he had served in what was 
called the Army of the Faith, a body of impla- 
cable fanatics, who hesitated at no means, how-

early one morning from Tarragona by the high 
road whieh passes by the Coll de belageer 
The baggage, wardrobe, and other theatrical! 
equipments of the company, were laden upon 
several mules; but the actor, one Fernande 
Gareia, who performed the part of St. John, 
| preferred to carry one part of his costume him 
self. 

Fernande Garcia was a short man, which 
was a main point for the effective representa 
tion ef the principal character in the auto sacra 
| mental ; for, in order to give an appearance of 

reality to the scene of the beheading of St 
John the Baptist, a bonetillo, or leathern skull 
cap, was placed on the head of the actor of low 
stature, and upon the said ekull-cap there was 
fixed, by means of a spring. « false head imi-

Frankfort on the Main, March 26, 1845. 
I have just seen in the window of a book- 


Bancroft’s History of the United States, pub- 
lished by Wigand; in Leipzic. I am very 
glad of it, as there is no good history of Ame- 
tiea in German, and notwithstanding every 
body has heard of it, the people are in a state 
of the greatest ignorance concerning its condi- 
tion. We have often difficulty in convincing 
intelligent, educated men, that we are more 
than half civilized. Thanks to Cooper and Ir- 
ving, they know we are far enongh advanced 
to have authors; I doubt if these two are much 
better known, or more aniversally admired at 
home than in Germany. Nearly every body 
reads Cooper, and by many-he is preferred to 
Scott. I have met with most enthusiastic ad 
mirers of Irving also, and from these two au- 
thors the people seem to derive their ideas of 
our country. All changes go on so slowly 
with them, that they seem to think the half- 
civilized, half-Indian iife of the Pioneers, or 
Laat of the Mohicans, still prevails to a great 
extent. They are beginning to learn better, 
partly through the great increase of Americans, 
who travel, and partly from the important 
stand our literature is taking. Prescott’s His 
tories have also been published here ; and Ban- 
dry’s English editionsof him and Bancroft, pub- 
lished at Paris, are often met with, but ander 
the head of British authors. The “ Life and 
Remains of Margaret M. Davidson,"’ by Irving, 
has lately been published here, and is read 
with the greatest interest. Bartlett’s Views of 
North America, with descriptions by Willis, 
has also appeared, and it excites the greatest 
admiration, particularly in Frankfort, where 
the brether of the latter, Richard 8S. Willis, is 
beginning to be known by his great musica!
